Morn in BoSOWltZ, Austria, in the 

year 1886, a congenital deaf mule, 

Jacques Loew has demonstrated in 

emphatic that it I* pos- 

h Intelligence and industry, to 

rise superior to circumstances and 
to pioneer the way In paths that 
had not before been essayed by one 

bereft Oi two Of the most important 

senses— a] ih and hearing. 

Perhaps it would be mine correct 

to say that lie has been handicap- 
ped by the loss of Only one of the 

senses, because he acquired the 

ability to speak when a yotilh by 
means of the oral method. lie also 

l ame quite proflcleul in lip-read 

Ing. Nc. attended the institution 
for educating the deaf at Vienna. 
Austria, remaining six years, and 

graduated with a good common 
school education. 

lie was then placed under the 
tutorship of a eclebiated worker in 
bronze, leather and wood, and dis- 
played such a genius lor tasteful 
construction and artistic execution 
thai In three years ho had learned 
all that his mater could teach him. 

The next seven years of his life 
Were devoted to extending the 

range of his capabilities and en- 
larging his experience by the study 
and practice id' methods in other 
lands. No wotked successively in 

Berlin, Dresden, Cologne, Brussels, 
Paris, Leipsic, Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, Flotecoe, London, St. Peters 
bnrg, Moscow, Constantinople, 
Cairo, Jerusalem, Bethlehem, and 
other pla 

Returning to Vienna in I860, he 
began business for himself, start 

ing in a ni< dest way with eight 

workmen, lie gradually enlai 
his factoty, until eight years later, 

there W( skilled workmen on 

his pay roll. His business cm 
braced all kinds of ornamental 
work in bron/.e, silver ami fold, 
and in iron ho made a specialty of 
locks and keys, many of which 
Were Original 'I' pal 

anted by him. lie also did an 
tensive trade in the manufacture 
of toilet articles, ami contrivances 

in plush, leather and Wood, which 

were designed i<» adorn the din 

room parlor or boudoir 

In 1862 he was awarded a ^'iilil 
medal for exhibits at the ureal LOU

Mr. Loew also won medals at 
other expositions, notably those of 

Vienna, the Centennial at Philadel- 
phia, and the World's Columbian 
Exposition at Ch 
During the financial panic of 
Mr. Loew'a suffered greatly, 

ami this, added to the specula! ions 
of a dishonest bookkeeper, resulted 

in bankrupting the business, at a 

lass to Mr. I.oew of nearly Slid, 000. 

It was trouble and anxiety caused 
iiv this failure thai bleached his 
hitherto black hair to a snowy 
white in four shoi I inonl lis 

I [e ai rived on American soil in 
1876, and immediately Impressed 

all whom he met with his remark- 
able ahilily as a business man In 
is;; he w. uit to South America, and 
afterwar to London, thence to 
Pot tugal, Spain, Malta and Tunis, 
Africa. Returning lo America in 
at once engaged, it a 
very high salary, to superintend a 
large manufactory of leather, wood 

and bronze goods in Philadelphia 
lie subsequent l\ held for lliai ,y 
irs a similar position in a liusi 
ness located on Broadway, New 
York City. In 1890 he went lo 
Chicago, remaining there lor seven 
years, and maintaining the high 

rank he had hitherto held in the 
business world in Philadelphia and 
New Voi k 

Mi. I.n.w's business ability was 
surpassed by his ueiicrosily lo his 
deaf friends, and hts charitable dis- 
position low ird I he pool and in 
In Europe he had done much 10 
alleviate the condition of the uu 

fortunate among the deaf and 

dumb Ills fame throughout that 
country as a kind ami lendei -heart- 
ed man has become a byword 
among deaf mules His public 

spirit in this country has I u fre- 

qnently demonstrated by liberal 
donations and euergctic individual 
work in the furtherance of deserv 
• uu projects. 

In 1884 he was married to Miss 
Sophie Bonneborn, a daughtei of a 

wealthy real estate owner. His 
wife and two children, one a young 
man, and the other a beautiful 
young lady, survive him. 

Although his speech had been 

cultivated b\- artificial means, he 
was capable of carrying on an ordi- 
nary conversation In Frenoh, Span- 
ish, German and English. He used 
icood grammatical phrases when ex 

pressing himself ill any of these

ed, he attained i iviable dis

There is a greater variety of 
plant life in California thai: in any 
country of the globe, excepting, of 
course, that of which Ihe Sunset 
state is a pait. One farm near the 

town of Fresno County, seat of 

Fresno Couutv. and in the center 
of tln> great inland basin, has on it 
nearly every known variety of tree, 
so great is the diversity of vegetable 
life here. 

Fresno is also the center of the 
raisin industry of America, which 
gives enploymenl at lucrative I 
during the picking and packing 
season to thousands, including the 
wives and daughters of the ranch- 
i ml the annual product amounts 
to about $2,500,000, says a writer 
in Leslie's We* lily. 

The bug raising enterprise is a 
part of the tig-growing industry, 
which is reaching large proportions 

about Fresno. One rancher is now 

setting out in tig trees alone a single 
tract of 400 acres. Another orchard 
owner who has forty aeies in fig 
trees sells his product every year for 
from £1,000 to $5,000. the intro- 
duction of the Smyrna tig has ne- 
cessitated tin- propagation of Ihe lig 
wasp, a tiny insect no larger than a 

gnai. The Smyrna fig is a hollow 

reosptaole containing nothing but 
female Rowers, which arc inside of 
the lig, and unless these tigs ate 
fertilized by the little tig wasp, 
technically known as the 

" blastophaga grossorum, " the tigs 
never mature, but shrivel up and 
fall off the trees when about one 
third grown. 

'The Capri or wild lig stan Is ,n 
relation of the male to the Smyrna, 
or female tig, which is the edible 
fruit. 'The Capri lig Berves as the 
home of Ihe little lig insect which 
is necessary for the perfection of 
Smyrna tig. 'The pollenation of the 
Smyrna nig takes place in the 
following manner: 'The Capri fig 
produces threw or four crops a year, 
the only one which is of anv value 
to the Smyrna tig maturing in June 
'The little wasps passes out of the 
tig at this time, getting its body and 
wings covered with pollen from the 
male oi staminate bloSSoms and 
eaters the Smyrna tig, forcing its 
Wtay t luough the almost (dosed orifice 
and fertilizes the female flowers 
Having perfomed this oilier 
passes out of the tig and perishes. 
'There is a nurseryman in Fresno 
who made a these and intelligent 
study of the tig industry at Smyrna, 
Minor, and has imported and 
now raises both Capri and Smyrna 
fig trees. He sells young trees to 
the fruit raisers, and provides with 
each lot sold a supply of little wasps, 
safely housed in their native Capri 
lig homes As Ihe Smyrna is the 
lines! tig known, and in great de- 
mands in the United Stales which 
had hitherto depended on importa- 
tions from 'Turkey — the industry in 
Fresno County is rapidly growing, 
and the man who sells the bugs, 
the fertilising wasps, is getting rich

It is proposed to create a inemoi ial 
to the late Rev. Thomas (lallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious aril social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Uallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated . This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-fire feet 
along the street front aud twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallan- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heattily endorse the memorial.
